has been torn with civil strife: the 
lives of Americans and other aliens 
have been sacrificed; vast properties 
developed by American capital and 
enterprise have been destroyed or 
rendered non-productive; 
have been permitted to roam at will 
through the territory contiguous to 
the United States and to seize, with- 
out punishment or without effective 
attempt at punishment, the property 
of Americans, while the lives of cit- 
izens of the United States who ven- 
tured to remain in Mexican territory 
or to return there to protect their 
interests have been taken, in some 
Cases barbarously taken, and the 
murderers have neither been appre- 
hended nor brought to justice. I 
would be difficult to find in the an- 
nals of the history of Mexico condi- 
tions more deplorable than those 
which have existed there during 
these recent years of civil war. 
RECITES LAWIAZSSNESS. 
It would be tedious to recount in- 
after outrage after 
outrage, atrocity after atrocity, to Il- 
lustrate the true nature afid extent 
of the widespread conditions of law- 
lessness and violence which have pre- 
vailed. During the past nine months 
|in particular the frontier of the

American ns have been at- 
tacked at night, American soldiers 
killed and thelr equipment and 
horses stolen. American ranchers

Not 
these, murders char- 
by ruthless brutality, 
uncivilized acts of mutilation were 
perpetrated. Representations were 
made to Gen. Carranza and he was 
emphatically requested to stop these 
reprehensible acts in a section which 
he has long claimed to be onder the 
complete domination of his author- 
ity. Notwithstanding these repre- 
sentations and the promise of Gen. 
Nafarrete to prevent attacks along 
the international boundary, in the 
following month of October a pas- 
senger train was wrecked by bandits 
and several persons were killed seven 
miles north of Browneville and an 
attack was made upon United States 
at the same’ place several 
days later. 

Since the attacks, leaders of the 
bandits well known both exican 
civil and military authorities as well 
as to American officers, have been 
enjoying with imptnity the liberty of 
the towns of northern Mexico. 80 
far has the indifference of the de 
facto government to these atrocities 
gone that some of these leaders, as 
l am advised, have received not only 
the protection of that government, 
but encou ment and ald as well. 

SP FIC INSTANCES. 

Depredations upon American per- 
sons and property within Mexican 
jurisdiction have been still more 
numerous. This,government has re- 
peatedly requested in the strongest 
terms that the de facto government 
safeguard the lives and homes of 
American citizens and furnish the

public of Mexico,” and further that 
the United States forces were then 
“carrying on a vigorous pursuit of 
such small numbers of bandits or 
lawless elements as may have 
escaped.” The context of your note 
gives the impression that the object 
of the expedition being admittedly 
accomplished, the United States had 
made an agreement in the 
memorandum to begin the with- 
drawal of its troops. The memo- 
randum shows, however, that it was 
not alone on account of partial dis- 
'persion of the bandits that it was 
decided to begin to withdraw the 
American forces, but equally on ac- 
count of the assurances of the Mexi- 
can government that their forces 
were “at the present time being 
augmented and strengthened to such 
fan extent that they will be able to 
prevent any disorders occurring in 
Mexico that would in any way en- 
dang@ American. territory,” and 
that they would “continue to dil- 
igently pufsue, capture or destroy 
any lawless bands of bandits that 
may still exist or hereafter exist in 
the northern part of Mexico,” and 
that it would “make a proper dispo- 
sition of such of ite forces as may 
be necessary to prevent the possi- 
bility of invasion of American ter- 
ritory from Mexico.”

the same.” This government is of 
course, not In a position to dispute 
the statement that these instructions 
had been given to Gen. Obregon, but 
it can decisvely assert that Gen. 
Obregon never gave such notification 
to Gen. Scott or Gen. Funston or, so 
far as kno to any other Ameri- 
can official. Obregon did, how- 
ever, inquire as to whether Ameri- 
can troops had entered Mexico in 
pursuit of the Glenn Springs raid- 


ers Gen. Funston stated 
that no orders had issued to 
American troops to cr the fron- 


tier on account of the raid, but this! 
statement was made before any such 
orders had been issued, and not aft- 
erwards, as the erroneous account of 
the interview given in your note 
would appear to indicate.

When 
his fellow San Bias wants a house 
he is supposed to help also. The 
San Blas is communistic. 

They fish with spears. For that 
reason sometimes they go hungry. 
Learing that fish were scarce, the 
doctor and Beach cruised down to 
the mouth of the river, threw over 
their lines, and the Wisdom came 
back loeded. 

A San Bilas who had traveled some 
went aboard the ship to learn the 
secret.
